Arizona Wildcats Aim For 
Pac-10 First Division Finish 


Defensive lineman Ty Parten uses his 
6-6, 271-pound frame to great advan- 
tage in the trenches. Barring injury, he 
should have an outstanding senior 
year for the Cats. 


The Wildcats suffered through an 
surprisingly long 1991 season. 

A season filled with injury after 
injury. A season that produced just 
four wins in eleven contests. A sea- 
son that had to be one of the toughest 
in Dick Tomey's career. 

But it's a new year now and there's 
every reason to believe that prospects 
for '92 are considerably better. 

As always, the Cats are expected 
to have a strong running game. The 
quality and depth of their runners are 
definitely a team strength. The trio of 
Chuck Levy, Ontiwaun Carter and 
Billy Johnson are excellent. 


Levy, a 6-0, 197-pound sophomore, 
is so multi-talented that the Arizona 
coaching staff has had a difficult time 
deciding where to play him. He spent 
much of last season at the quarter- 
back spot, but he also played running 
back and was a terrific receiver and 
kick returner. For the year, he con- 
tributed 628 yards rushing, 500 yards 
passing and 289 yards receiving. He 
also hit paydirt 10 times. Not bad for a 
redshirt freshman. 

Carter (5-9, 171) stepped right in 
as a true freshman and gained 635 
yards rushing the pigskin. He's a 
quick back with a bright future in 
Tucson. 

Meanwhile, Johnson, the fullback 
at 5-10 and 196 pounds, was the 
leading ball carrier for the Cats, ram- 
bling for 705 yards on 116 carries in 
‘91. Still just a junior, he has two good 
years left at Arizona, if he can recover 
from an offseason Achilles tendon 
injury. 

Providing additional support are 
junior Lamont Lovett, freshman 
Robert Coulter and JC transfer 
Demetryst Cornish. Incoming frosh 
Gary Taylor could also have some 
impact. 

For a change in recent history, the 
quarterback position is set going into 
the '92 season. Senior George 
Malauulu (6-0, 193) is the man this 
fall. Obviously, if the Wildcats can 
become more effective in their pass- 
ing attack, the offense should sparkle. 
Malauulu, who has suffered through 
his own injury problems in Tucson, will 
try to improve on his 674 yards pass- 
ing of a year ago. Heath Bray has 
moved over from the secondary to 
serve as Malauulu's backup. 

The receiving corps has talent, 
although the Cats haven't thrown the 
ball effectively enough for any eye- 
popping totals. Wideouts Terry 
Vaughn (5-8, 170) and Lamar Lovett 
(5-9, 175) combined for 41 receptions 
for nearly 500 yards (but just two

scores) last season. Provided he's 
recovered from a knee injury, tight end 
Richard Griffith (6-5, 256) is among 
the best in the conference. 

Up front, the competition for playing 
time is wide-open. Several youngsters 
played as freshmen, due to the injury 
problems. And some of the veterans 
appear to be near full strength again. 

Keep an eye on Mike Heesbergen 
6-4, 287), Mu Tagoai (6-4, 290), Paul 
Stamer (6-3, 239), Mani Ott (6-3, 
255), Peter Becker (6-3, 245), Warner 
Smith (6-2, 270), Pulu Poumele (6-3, 
264), Mike Ciasca (6-6, 286) and 
junior college recruit Eric Johnson (6- 
2, 290). Of this group, only 
Heesbergen is a senior. 

Along the defensive front, the Cats 
will also be improved. The threesome 
of juniors Rob Waldrop (6-2, 263), 
Jimmie Hopkins (6-5, 254) and senior 
Ty Parten (6-6, 271) are penciled in 
as starters, while soph Jim Hoffman 
(6-4, 263), redshirt frosh Tedy Bruschi 
(6-1, 250) and soph Hichem El- 
Mashtoub (6-2, 269) are listed on the 
second-team. 

However, incoming recruits like JC 
All-America Tamasi Amituanai (6-3, 
320) and highly-regarded freshman 
Chuck Osborne (6-3, 265) may also 
be up to the task at hand. 

The outside backers are seniors 
Richard Maddox (6-1, 237) and Jamel 
Lee (6-2, 215). Maddox was the

Wildcats' top pass rusher in '90, 
before an injury took him out of action 
last year. He's a good one with NFL 
potential. 

Lee can also play, but junior Corey 
Pittman (6-1, 214) should push for 
playing time at this spot too. 

The inside linebacking duties 
belong to sophomores Sean Harris (6- 
3, 235) and Charlie Camp (5-11, 213). 
Harris, a former standout at Tucson 
High School, demonstrated superior 
skills as a frosh and should be a fix- 
ture in the Arizona defense for years 
to come. Camp, a native of Louisiana, 
is a bit undersized, but he finds the 
football. 

Senior Marcel Wade is expected to 
bounce back from an injury-plagued 
'91 campaign. If he does, this 6-3, 
249-pounder could really add some 
quality and depth to the inside 
linebacking corps. 

The secondary is strong, with the 
likes of Darryl Morrison, Tony Bouie, 
Mike Scurlock and Keshon Johnson in 
uniform. 

Morrison is a 5-11, 187-pound cor- 


nerback from Glendale (Ariz.) Com- 
munity College. He stepped in a s a 
junior last season and led the team in 
interceptions. He grabbed three and 


returned them for a total of 67 yards, 
including one score. 

Bouie (5-10, 180) had a terrific 
freshman season, leading the Cats in 
tackles with 86, including 63 solos. 

Scurlock (5-11, 198) is another 
standout sophomore who spent most 
of '91 at inside linebacker. He too had 
to battle injuries, but he's a strong 
safety now. And he'll be a good one. 

Johnson (5-11, 175) is the only 
defensive back penciled in as a regu- 
lar who didn't start a year ago. He'll 
occupy the corner opposite Morrison 
and Tomey anticipates that he'll per- 
form at a very high level. 

Many of the non-starters in the sec- 
ondary are untested, although juniors 
Jey Phillips (6-2, 180) and James 
Francis (6-1, 195) have been in the 
Wildcat program long enough to 
respond when needed. 

The placekicker is sophomore 
Steve McLaughlin, another Tucson 
prep product, who booted three field 
goals and 29 extra points last fall. 

Adam Grand averaged 37 yards a 
punt as a junior in '91 and the job 
should be his again this year. 

The schedule is absolutely brutal 
from midseason on. But the Cats 
have a chance to put some wins in 
the bank if they can play well from the 
opening kickoff. 

And for a team that had its ego 
bruised last year, that's important!
